The weather hasn’t gotten any better, and the HF 
bands are still not hopping with activity. But there 
are some really good opportunities this month to 
work a lot of DX in one major DXpedition and two of 
the world’s premier DX contests. The DXpedition is 
from the very rare DXCC entity KP5 Desecheo. 
The DX contests are the ARRL International DX 
CW contest on February 21-23, and the Phone 
running of that same contest on March 7-9. For the 
rules see: http://www.arrl.org/contests/rules/2009/ 
intldx.html. Even if you’re not a contester, jump into 
the fray and have some fun. Work some new 
countries or new band countries. Now here’s some 
other DX that should be on in February. 


KP5 Desecheo. The big news for February is that 
two well-known U.S. DXers, Glenn Johnson, WOGJ 
and Bob Allphin, K4UEE will lead an international 
team of fifteen operators to the very rare KP5 
Desecheo for an operation authorized during the 
window of February 12 to 26. Desecheo is a 
mountainous Caribbean island near Puerto Rico. 
The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service’s Caribbean 
National Wildlife Refuge Complex has authorized 
this operation. For updates, online logs, and other 
information, go to the team’s web site at: http:// 
www.kp5.us/. 


FW Wallis and Futuna. Listen for FW8DxX, primarily 
on 40 meter SSB, from Wallis and Futuna. He 
should be there until February 10th. 


HS Thailand. Joerg DL1MJF to be on the air using 


the callsign HSOZGQ from Thailand from January 
20th to February 12th. QSL via DL1MJF. 
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XT Burkina-Faso. Michael F1IQH plans to be 
active as XT2WC for two weeks, beginning January 
25th. He will be active primarily on 20 meters.

JD1/M Minami Torishima. Look for Masa JA6GXK 
on the air from Marcus Island signing JOD1BMM 
from January 22nd to February 9th. JD1BND also 
plans to be on the air. QSL JD1BMM via QRZ.com.
